ground. The subject turned and ran in an unknown direction. 

At the end of this large lawn area, situated oetween long apartment 
houses, is South Stafford Street. It was likely that the subject would 
turn either to the left or to the right rather than continuing straight 
which would have taken him into a lighted shopping district. Therefore, 
the three men with me electe>i to cover the escape route to the right 
and as I thought three men were enough for that direction, I went off 
to cover the escape route to the left. 

On the left side of the apartment building, all was very quiet and 
peaceful. No person was in sight. There was before me a parking 
area and, as it was very dark, it was necessary to walk in between 
the cars in order to see if the person might be hiding there. This I 
did looking between the cars.

, 8, After looking between two or three cars, I heard a slight scuffing 
. noise at the opposite side of the car. from where I was. I looked 
around the- back end of the car to see a man rise up in the darkness. 

I moved in on him quickly and he commenced to run around the front 
- of the nearby car .- I told him I wanted to talk to him but he seemed 
disinclined to do this. 

9. We were only a few feet from each other and I caught up with the 
man in a moment or two, grabbed him and we both crashed to the 
ground not very many feet from where it all started. 

10. On crashing to the ground, the subject did not struggle at all nor did 
he make any attempt whatsoever to fight. Instead, he stretched out 
on his stomach, doubled up and commenced to writhe and squirm in 
what appeared to be intense agony as he moaned: "I am badly hurt, 
call a doctor. 1 ' He continued to writhe and moan with apparent pain. 

11. The horrible thought occurred to me that I might have collided with 
an innocent person and not the subject. 

12. I asked the moaning man, who continued to say he was badly hurt, 
what was the matter with him. It was true that for some reason or 
the other we did hit the ground unusually hard, but not hard enough 
to cause him all the apparent agony. He replied to my question that 
he was a. cab driver, that he had just delivered a fare on that darkened 
street, and that a man had assaulted him, robbed him of all his money, 
knocked him down and stolen his cab.

18. It is to be noted that the subject lied on two specific occasions to me 
directly. He lied when he said he was robbed of all his money, for 
on searching him, I found he had a number of bills on him.

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him. Apparently he was on his way to it when unknowingly I got 
between him and his cab. 



COMMENTS: 



I think | | of the Department of Justice (unknown to 

me before this brawl) performed splendidly in this matter. It is to be noted, ’ 
he rushed out into the darkness and was the first t o locate and fight with the 
subject. Although the subject broke away and ran, | ca ught up with him 

a second time and another bruising fist fight followed/ before | was knocked' 

to the ground and the subject e scaped fo r a second time. Despite the fact that 
the subject escaped twice from I I (who is said to b e a form er boxer), it 

appeared evident to me on colliding with the subject that l I had given him 

a terrific pounding, and I have no doubt that this was the reason why the subject 
was unable to struggle or fight when we hit the ground. 



As indicated, the subject is white, looked to be six-foot tall and weighs 
probably around 170 to ISO pounds. He may be in his late twenties or early 
thirties. He acted oddly and may have taken drugs or had been drinkin g, but 
I must say I did not notice the odor of intoxicants on him. I I told me - 

that when he was fighting with the subject, he gave the appearance of being 
berserk, uncommonly vicious, possibly mentally deranged temporarily. 



IS THERE ANYTHING TO LEARN FROM THIS? 



Is there anything of training value in this encounter which might be 
passed on to other Agents during instruction? I think there are a few items 
of possible training value. As I analyze it now, I made four mistakes in about 
ten minutes, two of which could have been serious. First, I*made no attempt 
to identify the subject other than asking him to stop and talk, before colliding 
with him. He could have been an innocent neighbor confused for a moment. On 
the other hand, it is difficult to identify a person who is running away from you. 

It poses a problem. Second , on closing in quickly on the subject in the darkness 
of the parking area, it never once occurred to me that he could have had a gun or 
knife, which I would not have known about until he had used them. I assumed 
physical conflict only. Third, on hit ting the ground, I did .not think of searching 
the subject until the neighbor ! | came up and mentioned the possibility of a 
gun or knife as his reason for not approaching the subject. I then searched the 
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subject, but found nothing in the way of a weapon. Four , it was also a mistake 
for me to be halfway convinced that the subject was seriously hurt and needed 
a doctor immediately. 



These mistakes made by me may be of some value in cautioning other 
Agents during training courses in this field.

The Howe statements backed by the 60 articles reflect positive 
action and benefits and far outweigh our concern over Senator Cain getting 
into one of the lectures. It seems to me that we ought to reconsider our decision 
of discontinuing Sullivan's appearance before the Foreign Officer's Institute 
because obviously they will be more cautious in the future and even Cain did not 
intend to utilize the information adversely against the Bureau as was originally 
reported. If a half a dozen Howes could be influenced, great good could inure not 
only to the Bureau, but to th§ country.

Inspector Sullivan contacted the Personnel Section 9-28-55 to 
advise that he had a recent flare-up of his respiratory condition and 
that he had been on sick leave September 26 and 27, During this time 
he was able to reduce his fever by medication and returned to active 
duty Wednesday , 9-28-55, He stated that he was. still weak and was 
getting cold sweats but was having no difficulty breathing. He said 
his temperature was normal and he requested a check up at Bethesda. 

Arrangements were perfected for Mr, Sullivan to be examined 
at Bethesda on Thursday, 9-29-55, and the doctor was fully briefed on 
his previous medical history. 

From history standpoint, Mr, Sullivan has had periodical 
respiratory flare-ups since 1-26-53 when he became initially ill with 
influenza. Since then he has bee'ri periodically hospitalized for the 
condition when flare-ups have been severe and for a time he was given 
temporary assignment at Tucson, Arizona, to determine if climatic 
change would assist his condition. Thus far, although no definite 
medical diagnosis has ever been made as to fhe exact cause of his 
condition, the doctors at Bethesda consider his condition to be. chronic 
bronchitis . They advise'd.many different germs or viruses will cause 
reactivation of this chronic condition which can then only be checked 
by appropriate medication but which will not render him invulnerable 
to future attacks.

You were advised 10-3-55 that Mr. Sullivan was sent to the 
U. S. Naval Sospital 3 Bethesda , for a check up due to a recurrence of 
his respiratory condition 9-29-55 and that the doctor had been briefed 
fully on his history. You were also advised that our medical examiner 
referred Mr. Sullivan to the Chest Clinic at Bethesda . where he was 
examined and that fluoroscopy examination revealed no evidence of 
bronchial obstruction on forced expiration. The doctor found an area 
of localised wheesing in the base of his right luhg 9 particularly on 
forced expiration. The doctor '3 " Impression " is that Mr. Sullivan has 

1 acute Bronchitis of an intermittent nature. He suggested that 'Mr. 

* Sullivan return if he had any repetition of chills and fevers in order 
that he could be given a Malaria smear test at the time of the fever „ 
due to. Sullivan's exposure to tropical diseases in North Africa } Spain , 
Portugal, Latin America, etc. Mr. Sullivan was given medication to 
check the recent flare-up . You will recall he has had respiratory 
difficulty since 1-26-53 when he first became ill with influenza . Since 
that time he has periodically been hospitali zed when these attacks are 
severe ‘and was given temporary assignment at Tucson , Arizona, to 
ascertain if climatic change would assist him. No definite medical 
diagnosis of the cause of his difficulty has yet been made although he 
has been studied by many doctors and, in the past, received .an extensive 
work-up by af chest specialist at the Naval Hospital at Bethesda. The 
latter's opinion was that Sullivan has chronic bronchitis which can only 
be checked by appropriate medication which will not render him 
invulnerable to future attacks but that the frequency of such attacks 
will diminish when he develops resistance to these infections .

Dr. Ashburn has decided to give Mr* Sullivan additional tests 
with the bronchoscope which is an instrument containing a light for 
inspecting the interior of the bronchi . Dr* Ashburn advised Mr. Sullivan 
this will confirm or rule out his present suspicion.

It will be recalled that the original diagnosis in 1953 was bronchiectasis 
on both sides of the lungs (bilateral) . Almost always this is an incurable 
condition which can be corrected only by major surgery, removing the 
infected and damaged portion of the lung. 






As it can be progressive, I had a follow-up hospital examination^ 






during the past few weeks consisting of a bronchoscopic probing and a 
bronchogram. . I had been advised that if the bronchiectasis existed in the- 
same proportion as in 1953 or had spread in the lungs, an operation would 
be immediately necessary. 






The examinations were completed yesterday afternoon andSljwas 
informed that the bilateral bronchiectasis has apparently corrected itself; 
a change to the good which rarely happens with that type of lung disease. 
[Hence, the lungs are organically clear again and within normal limits. 
There is still some diffused infection which treatment should clear up

The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI 
shall receive all contributions and account for same to the Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent 
who is a member of said fund the appointed committee will consider the case and submit a recommendation to 
the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Assistant Director 
of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $10,000. The 
liability of the^jnd shall not under any circumstances exceed the amouni^cfrmonies in the fund at the time 
any liability snail occur, JPhe^following person is designated as Dy\beilefiqfflary for .FBI Agents' Insurance Fund:

Under Sullivan *s guidance the Section ha 3 
turned out a tremendous volume of well-coordinated , helpful 
studies most of which have gone to the field and have been of 
particular assistance to the Agents handling security matters . . . ^ . 

Sullivan is a hard working , alert Section Chief who gets the 
most out of the personnel in his Section. They have confidence - 
not only 4n his leadership but in his own unique ability to turn 
out a tremendous volume of work well presented and of consistent 
high quality . Sullivan represents the Bureau in public appearances 
speaking before many groups of non-Bureau personnel principally 
in the field of communism. His ability to present these matters 
has resulted in nine letters of commendation being received from, 
outside the Bureau during this rating period.

Inspector Sullivan had to discontinue his participation in the series of 
security conferences by reason of illness. He terminated his work at New Orleans 
and returned by train to Washington, arriving here at 4: 30 a. m. today. He is now 
confined at his rooming house at 508 East Capitol Street (phone Lincoln 7-9778). 



On your instructions, I telephoned Mr. Sullivan at noon today. He told 
me that his current condition is bronchitis which developed as a result of a cold 
which he contracted in Chicago about two weeks ago while on these assignments, 
and he could not shake it. It became worse and he consulted a doctor in 
New Orleans who prescribed achromycin which he is continuing to take. He is 
remaining in bed. He has a local personal physician whom he will contact in the 
next day or so. He states that he feels he has the ailment under control now. His 
fever had been elevated about 11/2 degrees but is now normal. He indicated that 
he felt two or three days of rest and continued medication would enable him to get 
back on his feet. I told him the Director was very much concerned and wanted 
him to be sure to take all the time he needed and in addition, to let us know if 
there was anything at all that he would like to have. 



I nspector Sullivan was very appreciative. He said that his landlord 
and landlady, I 1 are like second parents to him and are avail- 

able there at nis beck and call. There is also a counselor of one of the National 
Academy groups rooming at the same place. I asked Mr. Sullivan if he would 
like to have a nurse from the Health Service visit him just to^give him a checking 
over and he said that he didn r t feel it was necessary at this point but he wouldn T t 
hesitate to let me know if he thought a nurse could dorany-goodv

It is quite moving to realize you would take the time from your Y 
urgent and countless responsibilities to remember me. ' 



please accept my own apologies for my being "out of the running" for 
the past few days. I contracted a cold in Chicago two weeks ago during out Conference 
on informant development there. It followed me into Ohio ..where I had a talk to give 
to a law enforcement convention and then persisted on accompanying me to the west coast. 
Finally, in New Orleans, a minor flare up of my old bronchial infection 'occurred and the 
doctor there put me on ; achromycin and suggested I cease activities for cavort time. I had 
one more lecture to give - at Fort Knox^, Kentucky - and I am sorry I failed you in this 
matter, jy recovery has been a quick one and Tuesday or Wednesday will find me at work 
again. I have at long last got it through my thick head that with this chronic 
bronchial weakness I have it is impossible for me to ignore or work off a cold. But, 
rest will do it. 



Events of the past couple of months 'in particular are real disturbing . 
aren’t they? I refer to Russian (1) jet plane progress; (£} ICBM; (3) Sputnik apd 
(4) the Mideast Red aggression. For the past couple of years you have had to wage 
the fight (almost alone at times) for the continued maintenance of an adequate internal 
security program for the Ration against influential public figures who would all but ' 
dismantle it. In the light of these recent events (plus the conviction in the Abel 
Case) will these powerful opponents of internal security remove their ostrich-like 
heads from the sand to recognize the reality of the situation which you have been 
forcefully and clearly describing? ¥e must wait and observe, knowing only too well 
that "there are none so blind as those who will not see." 

Thank you again for your remembrance and your offer of assistance. I am , ^ 
once more grateful to you. As I said above I expect to be back this week, fortunately, 
at "the' same old stand" plugging away at our ever fascinating and challenging work 
with renewed vigor. ,

ATTITUDE 



The purpose of this memorandum is to report that the captioned 
employee reported for work on 2-18-58, notwithstanding the extremely 
hazardous travel conditions. In accordance with the Director’s instructions 
this is to be made a matter of record in the employee’ s personnel file and 
considered as a COMMENDATION. 

On Saturday, 2-15-58, the Washington, D. C. , area was blanketed 
by fourteen inches of snow as a result of a storm which the Weather Bureau 
termed the worst that has struck this area in twenty- two years. Thereafter, 
high winds and near zero temperatures set in for several days making travel 
conditions extremely hazardous. 

On Monday, 2-17-58, in recognition of the hardships and hazards that 
Federal Government employees would face in coming to work, a White House 
announcement was made encouraging such employees to stay home and take 
a day of annual leave. During the late afternoon of 2-17-58, a further official 
announcement emanated from the White House instructing that all Government 
employees who were not considered essential would be excused from work 
on 2-18-58 on Administrative Leave. 

The captioned employee considered his work and his services to 
the FBI so essential that in spite of the foregoing announcement he took it 
upon himself to come to work and perform his regularly assigned duties. 

This is considered a highly exemplary attitude on the part of this employee 
and his actions in this instance certainly demonstrate his devotion to duty and 
the fact that he places his employment with the FBI above his personal con- 
venience. 

RECOMMENDATION: 



That this memorandum be placed in the employee’s personnel file . 




Dear Sir:

Payment will 
be made for death by self-destruction after the Agent has been a member of the fund for a continuous period 
of two years. It is understood and agreed that the sum tendered herewith is a voluntary, gratuitous contri- 
bution to said fund which I understand is to be administered in the following manner. 

The Director of the FBI will appoint a committee which shall consider all matters pertaining to 
the acquisition, safe keeping and expending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action 
to the Director in pertinent matters. The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI ■ 
shall receive all contributions and account for same to the Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent 
who is a member of said fund the appointed committee will consider the case and submit a recommendation to 
the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Assistant Director 
of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $10,000. The

Mr. Sullivan has a most effective personality and personal 
' appearance and makes an outstanding impression as. a Bureau representative. 

During the rating period he has served in the research field in an administrative 
capacity and has not handled investigative matters but has the ability to handle 
the most complicated investigative matters and the ability to participate iii raids 
and dangerous assignments and to lead such assignments. 

In his capacity as chief of the Central Research Section Mr. Sullivan 
has supervised the preparation of monographs, summary memoranda, and various 
analyses on both security and criminal matters. These have been most effectively 
done and have been of great assistance to investigative agents in the field and also 
to Bureau officials and to many other top government leaders. Various intelligence 
agencies have commented on the fine work done in this field. Mr. Sullivan is 
extremely energetic and this is reflected in the enthusiastic efforts of his section. 

The research done by this section is extremely thorough and the final report 
is always most carefully prepared. Mr. Sullivan administers his section in such 
manner as to get the maximum results from the personnel available. 

During the rating period Mr. Sullivan has represented the Bureau 
before many extremely important groups and has done an outstanding job. 
Representatives of these groups have been most praiseworthy of Mr. Sullivan’s talks. 

f During the rating period Mr. Sullivan used 291 hours of sick leave 
whereas he earned only 104 hours. This was necessary mainly as a result of a 
bronchial weakness which Mr. Sullivan has had for a considerable period of time. 

By letter dated November 8, 1957, the Director commended Mr. Sullivan 
for the extensive assistance rendered by him in preparation of a manuscript on 
communism in the United States.

Reference is made to your statement made to me on September 29, — 

1958, to the effect that an accusation had been made (the source of which ^ Sullivan 
you did not disclose) that I called into my office a married female employee ’ ~ 

of the Central Research, believed to be Catholic, and asked why she did not 
have any children and was she engaging in birth control. You further said that 
you did not know who the female employee was or when the alleged situation 
occurred. You wanted to know if the accusation is correct. 

The Answer 

I The answer is NO. I wish to state without qualification or equivocation 

[ of any kind: 

j I. I have never called into my office at any time any person, male 
I or female, and asked why he or she had no children or were 
they engaging in birth control. 

A. If any person said I did, that person is an unprincipled 
liar and I welcome the opportunity to tell that person so 
face to face in the presence of any number of witnesses. 

B. If any person in this Bureau has twisted, mutilated, or 
distorted another person's statement about this accusation 
that person is equally unprincipled and a malicious trouble 
maker of the lowest kind, not worthy of employment in the 
Bureau. 

C. If any person has picked up such a distorted statement and 
gossiped and carried the gossip to a Bureau official, that 
person is of his or her very nature a cheap, taudy sycophant 
repulsive to any thinking individual. 

E. Further, I want to state I have not raised such a question of birth 
control with any person at any time in my life before or since I 
entered the Bureau during or after working hours. It just happens 
to be something I've never done. .

IV. The Seriousness of This Allegation 

This allegation made against me is a serious matter. It 
is such a vicious and contemptable thing that one can 
reasonably suspect the emotional and mental stability of 
the person who made it or fabricated it, or who carried a 
foffll, distorted tale to a Bureau official. 

Ascertain the Truth 

Because I have served 18 happy years in this Bureau and because the 
charge made reflects negatively upon me, I am respectfully asking this Bureau 
to ascertain the full truth in order that my record may be cleared in this case. 

It would seem to me this case should be pursued relentlessly and tenaciously 
until the truth is ascertained and the guilty person or persons subjected to drastic 
disciplinary action. If this is not done the malicious trouble making propensities 
of the person or persons involved will continue unabated. They will keep the 
Bureau disturbed and will result in loss of time, money and effort, not to mention 
the maligning of characters.

The following is a brief and concise summary of Mr. Sullivan’s 
personnel file for the Director’s use. 

SA Sullivan entered on duty 8-4-41 and was assigned to a 
number of Field Offices before being assigned to the Seat of Government 
on 6-25-44. He is presently assigned as Chief of the Central Research 
Section in the Domestic Intelligence Division, and he had previously 
served as Supervisor and as Supervisor in Charge in this Section. He 
was transferred to the Phoenix Office, headquarters fixed at Tucson, 
Arizona, on 8-27-53 because of a severe influenza or virus pneumonia 
which he had suffered in January, 1953, and which left him in a run-down 
condition.

He also 
stated that he had never at any time issued instructions that no 
employee was to leave his desk except at the appointed "break* periods, 
that candy, chewing gum, etc were not to be kept in desks, or lhat 
employees must give a specific, detailed account of the personal nature 
of their illnesses when they claim sick leave. In this connection, the 
Director commented " I can well understand Sullivan's indignation. It 
is just as I anticipated-a vicious and malicious lie. I see nothing to 
be gained by further pursuing this matter. I have complete confidence 
in Sullivan's integrity and good judgment. H."

in view of the scope of the project aHd- the workload of the section, there are 
various other supervisors who assisted from time to time. 

Concerning an. index, this brief should, of course, have one and 
one is being prepared. In order to meet my deadline, the brief in its present 
form was sent to my office Friday evening and copies sent to Messrs.YBelmont, (j^bf 
VMohr amo^Kullivan for review and any suggested changes. At the time the brief 
'was given to you, such suggestions had not been received. In discussing the 
matter with the persons involved, it was pointed out that they felt a complete 
index could not be prepared until the analysis was completed and any suggested 
changes made.

Unless the need for it exists, as was the case this year, Sullivan is of 
the opinion that next fall his lectures should be highly selective. A representative 
number might be delivered at colleges and universities in areas from which 
come substantial criticism of the Bureau in one form or the other. He is of the 
opinion that this type of lecture open to the public will give him a greater chance 
to get across the Bureau's point of view in channels where public opinion is molded. 
It will be recalled that the Bureau approved of a lecture to be given at Harvard 
University, but for this year at least Harvard University decided to back down J 
on the matter. It is Sullivan's opinion that next year, if more normal conditions 
prevail for the Bureau, his lectures should be spaced approximately three weeks 
apart from one another and probably limited to about 10 to 15 lectures rather than 
the 20 to 25 -outside lectures scheduled this current season. This, of course, can 
be easily arranged. Further, it will give Sullivan more opportunity to concentrate 
on expanding research work in his Section. 



Sullivan is looking over the lectures given by his own Section very 
carefully and is developing two of his men who will be able to substitute for him 
in the event that, he is unable to give one of his lectures scheduled because of the 
pressure of work i n his own Section or ior other related reasons.

i The over-all good which can accrue to the Bureau from the evil inherent 
in Cook's attack is obvious. Forewarned by this article of the nature of the attacks 
yet to come, the Bureau should begin now to take positive action . By refusing to 
accept the role of a defendant on trial and by confidently assuming a strong offensive 
based on the Bureau's solid record under the Director's leadership, the Bureau can 
successfully repel these unfounded attacks, and, at the same time, lay the groundwork 
for the long-range development of a larger group of influential supporters 
representing the widest possible cross-section of public opinion.
